Ttis a confession that the monopoly,
which spreads its fingers over the
most populous portion of our state,
has been practicing favoritism and dis-
crimination against shippers and
buyers on the line of its road. Every
special rate given to a shipper is a
tremendous  disadvantage to every
other shipper of the same class of
goods, who is not so favored
Every recbate granted to a
consignee decreases by the amount
of the rebate the profit on the sale of
goods of other merchants. The dis-
tinction between just and unjust dis-
criminations, not provided for by a
published tariff, cannot be maintained.
Every secret discrimination is an in-
justice and should be dealt with as
such by our laws,

The law passed by our late legisla-
ture was confessedly liberal in its
tenor and permitted wide latitude in
its application. It did mot seek to
arbitrarily .reduce the rates on
‘the raitrosdsortomake such wide and
sweeping changes in tariffs as would
hamper the efficiency or seriously hin-
der for a time the succesaful operation
of thelines. Admitting,as our lggis-
Intors did, that the tarifl rates as then
publishied wereextortionate, they only
decrecd for.the protection.of the peo-
ple that they should not be further in-
creased.  The law as passed provided
that the rates on the same class and
quantity of goodsshould Be the same
to all shippers but it did not pro-
vide that the distinction between
car load lots and smaller quantitics of
freight  should be ebliterated. The
1aws decreed that freight for a shorter
distance should not be charged ad
greater sum than for a longer dis-
tance, but it did not decrec that the
tariffs onJong hanls should be raised
to make them proportionally corres-
pond to the éxhorbitant local rates
chargéd from  non-competing points.

This is what President Garfield has,
in the main, sought to do. But the
plea has been d by a man as
eminent cven as ex-President Grant
—that certain men should be treated
as prefgrred claimants because their
services were sbsolutely necessary to
the President’s election. But this
would l;mly jeopardize sgoeena in the
future by emphasizing and perpetuat-
ing present rivalries. Besides, the
claim that the aid of a certain faction,
or of a certain local leader, was all-
essential is misleading. It was essen-
tial, but no more so that of any
other section of the [nrti E\‘ﬁ
republican was in duty bonnd - aecord-
ing to party obligations to do what
he honestly could, and all he eould, to
achieve party success. General Grant
and Senator Conkling were under
even greater obligations to mse any
legitimate influence for success
private citizens whom public speakers
sought to interest and warm into en-
thusiasm. They had received national
honors and emoluments—in the one
case toan extent which Washington
himself had not rescived. The disap-
pointments they had suffered because
they failed t » carry their points now
and then were unworthy a moment’s
congideration. They would have said
so emphatically had the Chicago con-
vention indorsed their views of policy
fand duty, and to refuse to take one’s
own medicine is throw doubt upon its
value.

Parties are organized, . theoretically
at least, for the public good, not to
glorify individuals. Any other claim
to consideration would make them
contemptible in the eye of every sen-
sible man. The question of leadership
or of who be greatest, is alto-
gether secondary —a matter of opin-
1on and of policy. There must be tol-
eration and concession on non-essen-
tials or there can be no unity of action
‘and success. This is a truth as old as
government itself, and yet it is ignored
every time a bolt is inaugurated on
any other pretense than that the rules
looking to a fair expression are violat-
ed, or some man er set of men arg
nominated whose lives give the lie to
their professed principles. Bolts are
sometimes justifiable, and are occa-
tionally as essential in politics as safe-
ty-valves to a steam-boiler, but not
when the issue relates to men mther
than principles.

When the vote that carries a presi-
dent into office is close he has all the
more reason to ignore ‘‘claims,” be-
cause all claims are equal. He cannot
reward all through patronage, and
hience ““he serves his party best who
serves his conntry best.” In this way
he could strike a blow for true civil-
service reform, which, where that
term is really understood and appre-
cinted by the masses, would place hini
on & pedestal of popularity to which
no reformer has yet mounted and can-
not hope to mount in private life.

Important suits have been begun in
the New York courts, which if brought
out to a just end will be likely to put
some check upon stock-watering, frand-
ulent leasing, gouging by construction
rings and other cheats, now common
in corporation circles, by which the
few get rich at the cost of the many.
Chief among them is the suit against
the consolidation of the telegraph
companies, which has got a hearing by
the eminently sensible view of Judge
Truax that a common-carrying cor-
poration has nn business to issue
stock on which value for value has not
been paid for by the party to whom it
is issued How the prevailing loose-
ness in this respect ‘operates, is shown
in Jay Gould's testimony. It was not
mere bravado that made Gould answer,
as to the amount which he contributed
to the capital of the American Union
telegraph company, that he couldn’t
remember whether he drew his chock
for.£5,000,000 or for §10,000,000, be-
ciuse, as he explained a moment later,
he got his cash all back through the
Central construction company. When
aman is just making a check for
water, it matters very little what sum
he draws it for. .

Rafilroad Law.

The following supreme court decis-
ion in railroad cases will be of interest
to local railroad men:

The supreme court of Pennsylvania
m a recent decision held that a rail-
road track crossing a public highway
must be constructed in such a manner
as not to impade travel. When the
track crossing is such as to cause a
dangerous vbstruclion to teaval, an in-
dictment will lie against the' railroad
company for maintaining a nuisance,
and the fact that the crossing has ex-
isted as an obstruction to travel on the
highway for a period of twenty-four
years will be no answer to an indiet-
ment for maintainiig a nuisance, as
the statute of Nmitations runs not
against the state.

The supreme court of Ohio,in a

in repairing a car in the yard of the
defendant Eompnny, and under the
direction of a foreman, and was in-
jured by the car upon which he was
employed being struck by another
car moving on nﬁ]e same track.

It will be noticed that thereisa
material advance over last year on the
main lipe of lines, and especially on
the main line of the B. & M., which
last year was only $8,030 per mile,
and is now £10,659. The U. P. main
line is increased nearly 81,500 a mile.
Most people outside of railroad cireles
will consider, notwithstanding the
material advance, that this valuation
is yet considerably too low.

at if the main' lines are unreasona-
bly low, if, in fact, they are not un-
reasonably high, then the valuations
of the branch lines is ridiculously low.
Take the B. & M. for instance. The
company operates 907 miles in the
state. About one-third of this is as-
sessed at the relatively fair valuation
of $10,644 per mile, while the other
two-thirds is assessed at less than half
that rate, making a very low average.
The branch lines of the U. P. have a
still lower value affixed to them.

By a peculinr manner of figuring,
the managers make it appear that the
branch lines are all but valueless.
Nothwithstanding they are feeders
to the nmin line and contrib-
ute to the entire system of which
they are a part, they are treated as
independent lines, and the halance of
profit fignred against them, contrary
to the essential facts of the case. Then
again the bulk of the ‘rolling stock is
returned as belonging to the main
line, when, in fact, it is used on all of
the branches, the higher assessment
on the main line being more than
counterbalanced by the diminutive
assessment of the branch lines. ]

That there is an increase over the
assessment of last year, is gratifying;
that it is still too low is our candwd
opinion.

Boone County Argus,

It may be of interest to our many
farmer readers to ebserve carefull
the above rate of assessment of rail-
road property Iately established by the
state board of equalization. Tt will
be seen by reference to the above
table, that our road is put at only
23,054 per mile, and as there is just
16; miles in this county, we B
have £50,391 of railroad property to
tax, which will bring into our county
coffers avont $2,000 in round num-
bers, Now in view of that historic
speech of Farmer(!) Brown, in
which he aaid he WA upmd
toall railroad legislation, it may
interesting to our farmer readers, con-
sidering tﬁu action of the Board of
Equalization, to bring the question

ight home to ourselves and see
whether or not a little ealutary rail-
road legislation would be beneficial to
the whole country. Boone county
gave $33,000 in 20 year bonds, bear-
ing interest at 8 per cent., to induce
¢ company to build the road. Now
to meet those bonds and interest we
have to raise 82,640 for interest and
at the rate of 81;650 as princij al every
year an aggregate yearly expense to
the county of some 4,290 or $85,800
at the end of the twenty years. To
effect this we colleet only
$2,000 in taxes, or 8640 less than the
amount we pay the company as the
yearly interest on our boncs.  Thus,
at the present rate of assessment of
railroad property, the farmers and cit-
izens of our county virtually give the
U. P. $33,000 in cash, remit all their
taxes for twenty years, and pay them
640 in hard cash per annum, for the
sake of paying exorbitant freight and
tariff rates and supporting a ring of
railroad cappers and sycophants. And
yet, says Geo. W. Brown, you must
not pass any laws affecting railroad
property. In The Argus of Muv Gth
we gave a synopsis of the sworn report
mng: by the officers. of the
U. P. company themselves to the
Secretary of the interior, wherein
they state that the U. P. road and
equipments cost $114,262,54 per mile,
yub the main line of the U. P., was
only assessed at $11,652, or just about
one-tenth of what the officers of the
ropd themselves swore that it cost,
and if we consider the earnings of the

P~ | road, which now are not taxed at all,

it proves mostconclusively that while
the farmer fand theZmerchant, the
merchanic and the flaborer are all
forced to pay taxes onjthe full cash
value of every particle of property
they own in the world, that
these  giant JFcorporations - are
escaping with nearly nominal taxation.
At this infameusly low rate of valua-
tion Boone co will have built the
railroads, besides}paying the officers
of the company & small fortune to en-
able them[to sit in their gilded palaces,
and thro such mouth-pieces as
Ladd and G. W. Brown denounce as
senseless enthusiasts the farmers, in
reality the true proprietors of the road,
who dare to lift their voices against
such wholesale plundering. The
State board of equalization ought
to be remanded to eternal oblivion
for the unjust valuation. Boone
county when its bonds are paid
will have donated to the U. P. com-
pany 85,200 for every mile of railroad
they have built in this country, yet it
is returned to us for taxation at the
rate of only a little over 23,000 per
mile. Why should a man, through
whose farm the road runs, be forced
to pay taxes on one third of the full
valuation of his , while the rail-
road itself, on same section of
Iand, only pays state and county taxes
on about one-tenth of its valua-
tion? and even ‘then its earnings,
which mount up into the millions, es-
cape taxation entirely, We believe
that the railroad dollar is jusi as good
but no better than a dollar invested in
agriculture, and both should bear an
equal share of the burden of main-
taming our government. We believe
in fostering railroads and in encourng-
ingd:lhg ext:gsion in our state, and
WO utterly opposed to any legi

lation which would cripple.or dﬂeg':;
them, but on the other we are in
favpr of putting them u: the same
basis as o property and restricti

their tariffs within moderate limits.ng
